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Automotive, Finance Leaders Called to Parley Friday with Roosevelt; 
Week’s Output Up Slightly to 64,983 Units for 2nd Successive Gain; 
UAW Reaffirms Ban on Wildcat Strikes; Dec. Car Sales Seen at 190,000 


As the time approached for the con- 

Roosevelt Calls ference Friday between President 
Parley on Output, Roosevelt and top men of the auto- 

Car Financing motive and financing world, it became 

increasingly apparent in Washington 
Tuesday that it will be one of the outstanding events of 
automotive history, according to survey made by William 
Ullman, ADN’s staff correspondent in the capital. This 
belief is based on the fact that conferees will explore the 
very fundamentals of the industry, in an effort to find 
some means of overcoming the economic recession. 

It is now revealed that the parley was arranged by 
Senator Prentiss Brown, of Michigan, and that the main 
discussion will revolve around: 

1. Installment sales with a view to working out a 
general policy that is not inconsistent with the ability of 
low-salaried persons huying automobiles. 


2. A future planning system for the automotive indus--: 


try based upon government statistics and estimates de- 
signed to bring production, employment and sales into 
agreement. 

While President Roosevelt is known to frown on high 
pressure salesmanship, there remains considerable fog 
about the reforms in financing he seeks. The report per- 
sists that he believes down payment on cars should limit 
the credit extended to 25 per cent. Another version, now 
widely accepted, is that he would make it impossible for 
individuals to commit themselves for more than 25 per 
cent of the family income for car purchasing. 

The automotive leaders who will be at the White House 
Friday include: 

Edsel Ford, president of the Ford Motor Co.; William 
S. Knudsen, president of General Motors Corp.; Alvin 
Macauley, president of Packard Motor Co. and the Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers’ Assn.; John J. Shumann jr., presi- 
dent of General Motors Acceptance Corp.; Henry Ittleson, 
president of Commercial Investment Trust; A. D. Duncan, 
president of Commercial Credit Co., and Ernest Kanzler, 
president of Universal Credit Co. Walter P. Chrysler, 
chairman of board, Chrysler Corp., also has been invited, 
but it was learned late Tuesday that he may be forced to 
forego the parley due to illness.

For the second successive week, car and 
truck production in the U. S. and 
Canada will rise over the previous 
week, the current week’s total being 
estimated by ADN at 64,983 units, com- 
pared with a revised figure of 62,590 units last week and 
70,144 in the same week of 1937. Last year’s total, of 
course, was dragged down considerably by the series of 
sit-down strikes in General Motors plants. 

Ford’s total of 22,660 cars and trucks, including 
Lincoln-Zephyr’s estimated 625 and Lincoln’s 35 again 
leads the industry’s parade currently. The estimate com- 
pares with a revised total of 22,080 units in the previous 
week and about 30,000 a year ago. 

Headed by Chevrolet’s projected 15,000, the GM group 
total is placed by ADN at 21,295 units this week, ending 
Jan. 22. The total contrasts with a revised figure of 
22,087 last week and only 4,701 in the corresponding week 
of 1937, when all divisions were closed by strikes. On 
three days, Buick expects to assemble 2,970 units this

week; Oldsmobile has 1,750 jobs carded; Pontiac figures 
on 1,100 and Cadillac-LaSalle around 475. 

Chrysler divisions are expected to turn out about 10,500 
cars and trucks this week, compared with 10,600 last 
week and 17,760 in the same week a year ago. Of this 
total Plymouth should assemble about 4,400, Dodge 3,600, 


Chrysler 1,600 and De Soto 900, according to ADN | 


estimates. 

Hudson, with schedules bumped to 2,175 on five days, 
continues in the van of the independent companies, fol- 
lewed by Packard’s 1,200. Studebaker, which resumes 
this week after a couple of weeks inventory, expects 713 
jobs; Nash has 680 carded, Graham 350, Bantam 150 and 
Hupmobile 60. The miscellaneous group should account 
for 5,200 units, according to ADN figures.

UAW Re-pledges gotiations between General Motors 

to GM Against and United Automobile Workers’ 

Wildcat Strikes union, broken off last fall by repudia- 

tion action of UAW locals, will be 
resumed in the near future Monday was given consider- 
able impetus when UAW’s executive board reaffirmed 
unanimously three paragraphs contained in a letter to 
GM President W. S. Knudsen on Sept. 16. The paragraphs, 
containing assurances against wildcat strikes and ac- 
knowledging GM’s right to discipline violators, were 
stricken off by UAW locals a few weeks later. 

Since that time, Knudsen has refused to resume negoti- 
ations looking to contract revisions, until the union gave 
another written pledge. A feature of the new pledge is 
that it is not dependent on ratification by local unions 
as in the case of the Sept. 16 letter. “There is no way in 
which this position can be revoked until the next inter- 
national convention,” UAW President Homer Martin wrote. 

He explained that the three disputed paragraphs would 
be reinstated in the new GM agreement by negotiation. 
In its final form, the new contract will be submitted to 
local uniens for ratification, but even should it be re- 
jected, the position of the union on unauthorized strikes, 
as set forth in Monday’s letter, would remain unaltered, 
Martin said. 

The three paragraphs are as follows: 

“The union agrees that it is the responsibility of the 
management to maintain discipline and efficiency in its 
shops; and the right of the employer to hire, discipline 
and discharge employes for cause is expressly recognized, 
subject to the right of appeal through the grievance 
procedure. 

“The union recognizes and agrees that unauthorized 
strikes, stoppages of work and deliberate reduction in 
rate of production below standards established according 
to Section C of the agreement, before all the steps set 
forth in the grievance procedure have been complied with, 
are indefensible; and for a violation of this provision by 
the union, its officials or members, the corporation will 
discharge or otherwise discipline the employe or employes 
known to be or found guilty thereof, and the union shall 
take effective disciplinary action against the member or 
members of the union responsible therefor. 

“Noncompliance on the part of the union with the 
above provisions shall be deemed a breach of the agree- 
ment and a just cause for immediate suspension or 
cancellation thereof by the company.”

Meanwhile, in St. Louis,the Ford Motor 
Co. offered its first peace proposal to 
the UAW since the ynion called a strike 
Nov. 24 at the St. Louis assembly plant. 
Production at the plant has continued 
uninterrupted through several instanges .of violence on 
the part of pickets and police. The situation has been 
quiet for some time, and, although a UAW spokesman 
declared Monday that the union would -not accept the 
Ford proposal, the way now seems open for an early end 
to the difficulty. 

The Ford plan, advanced by Attorney Thomas F, 
Muldoon, calls for establishment of a seniority employment 
list to include UAW members, except men suspected of 
violence, and would consent to a NLRB plant election to 
determine the collective bargaining agent. In return, the 
union was asked to call off its strike and withdraw 
charges of unfair labor practices. 

The company likewise offered to replace eight men 
employed since the strike began with union members an@ 
“follow the practice of seniority.” 

* + * 

With 24 states so far heard from, ADN has 

revised its previous estimate on December 
passenger car sales downward slightly to 

190000 units. If this materializes, the 

month’s total would represent a decline of 
around 40 per cent from the 327,053 cars sold during 

December, 1936, but a decrease of only about 7 per cent 

from the November, 1937, sales. 

The 24 states accounted for so far report a total of 
49,494 registrations, compared with 88,316 in the same 
period of 1936.
